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STOCK CRASH APPARENTLY HALTED 
PRICES RALLY 


AS RESULT OF 
STRONGBUYING 


Trading Continues In Enormous Vol- 


ume On New York Exchange But 
Drastic Decline Seemingly Ended As 
Hundreds of Thousands of Shares 
Bought. 


NEW YORK, March 4.— (By the Associated Press.) — 


A whirlwind rally today broke the force of one of the most 
crushing waves of liquidation in stock market history. 


Strong support was rushed to the aid of many stocks, 


staggering'under a week's relentless hammering by bear 
traders, and prices quickly rebounded 1 to almost 24 points 
with an enthusiastic outburst of buying at the close. With 
the equilibrium of the stock exchange restored, trading pro- 
ceeded at a more normal pace, total sales approximating 2,- 
500,000 shares, compared with yesterday's record breaking 
volume of 3,785,700.

Newspaper reporters and photo- 


graphers were the chief sufferers 
when police bore down on the gath- 
ering with night clubs.

at $4.000, were smashed when pho- 
tographers tried to take pictures 
of the riot . One woman reporter's 
notes were seized and torn up.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—W)— 


President Coolidge today rounded 
out his first year as occupant of 
the white house in his own right. 
In all he has served more than two 
and one-half years as chief exe- 
cutive, his elevation to that office 
upon the death of Warren G. Hard- 
ing preceding by nineteen months 
his inauguration 'last March 4, as a 
president elected by the people- 


Reviewing the past year President 


Coolidge has 
the satisfaction

realizing that two of his major re- 
commendations to congress —adher- 
ence to the World court and tax re- 
duction—had been acted upon, and 
he was hopeful that a number of 
other legislative proposals he has 
sponsored will be enacted into law 
before the close of the present ses- 
sion. 


A loser in his fight last spring 


to have Charles B. Warren of Mich- 
igan, confirmed as attorney gener- 
al, Mr. Coolidge today faced a pos- 
sible rejection by the senate of 
three other nominations, those of 
Wallace McCamant of Oregon, who 
nominated him for vice president at 
the 1920 republican convention, to 
be a federal circuit judge; Thomas 
F. Woodlock of Xew York, to be a 
member of the interstate commerce 
commission, and Charles W. Hunt 
of Iowa, to be a member of the 
federal trade commirsion 


The white house grind, which has

The Rev. Dr. George Summey of 


New Orleans, cast the 
only dis- 


senting vote. 
He said the benefits 


of such a union were not clear to 
him Inasmuch as the general coun- 
cil was 
only an 
executive body, 


while the alliance was the church 
Haelf. 


The merger, according to those 


who approved it, will be In the in- 
teieat of economy and 
efficiency. 


Ratification of the merger will be 
made at a meeting of the judlca- 
tories next June at a date and place 
to be decided later. 


Among the rules set forth in the 


merger plan as approved and pre- 
pared for submission to the juciica- 
tories arc: 
1 —That the American 
section 


adopting the rules for the conduct 
of its meetings and of Us business 
regarding the bounds of the 
Am- 


erican section, shall consist of the 
churches belonging to the alliance 
on the western continent 


2.—That the 
American 
bectlon 


shall co-operate with the European 
section during- Intervals 
between 


the. meetings of the council to pro- 
mote the objects of the alliance 


3.—The members of the Ameri- 


can section shall consist of at least 
four representatives—ministers or 
ruling ciders from each of the con- 
stituent churches for each 100,000 
communicants, or a fraction there- 
of, and where a church has more 
tha/i 300,000 then four representa- 
tives from each additional 200,000 
communicants. 


4 —That the officers shall be a 


chairman, a vice-chairman, secre- 
tary, associate secretary, recording 
secretary and a treasurer.

with the Central Power company 
•which operates the liydraulic elec- 
tric plant at the end of the old 
Kearney canal here. 
The contract provides that 
the 


Diesel company 
would 
receive a 


twenty-five 
year 
franchise for a 


local corporation to be organized 
by Diesel company financiers; that 
the local corporation would receive 
a ten-year contract for street light- 
ing for which It would be paid by 
a one-mill levy annually; that the 
local corporation would operate the 
electric plant at the waterworks 
until the earnings of the electric 
distributing system paid 
for 
the 


machinery and subsequent expenses, 
before the machinery is turned o-ver 
to the city. Six per cent interest 
would be collected from the earn- 
ings of the power plant on the un- 
rcturned principal until paid by the 
earnings of the pliint. 


Craft declared that the earnings 


of such a plant would pay the cost 
in six or seven years time, accord- 
ing to estimates made by Diesel 
engineers; and that the machinery 
would be delivered to the city at 
Ihc expiration of the time required 
to earn the cost. 


Opinion is sharply divided upon 


the Issue, both in 
the 
ranks of 


eouncllmen and the city at large. 
The election to be held April 6 will 
determine whether the city enters 
into .such a contract with the Diesel 
company.

Report Tibetan Monks Massacre 
Party Transporting Electrical 
Machinery To "Forbidden City

LONDON, March 4.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.)—High up in the 
Hlmaayan region on the bolder of 
Tibet a band, believed to have been 
made up 
of Tibetans who 
were 


transporting modern machinery to 
Lhasa, the "holy city" in the ''land 
of the Lamas," Is reported to have 
been massacred. 


At an altitude of 12,000 feet in a 


mountain pass the party is said to 
havp been overwhelmed by repre- 
sentatives of the new Tibetan gov- 
ernment and murdered. Some 300 
tons of electrical equipment, which 
was to have been used in lighting 
the "forbidden city," was "destroyed 
and thrown over a precipice. 


The report, printed by the Daily 


Mail, says the machinery, which 
\ s 
manufactured 
in 
England, 


would have been tl.e first of its 
kind admitted into Lhasa, the capi- 
tal of the Dalai Lama, the supreme 
head of the Lnmaist hierarchy. He 
Is surrounded by his famous "fight- 
ing monks," who are fanatically re- 
sentful of western innovations as 
threatening their power, Lhasa is 
virtually a flowed city to Christians. 


Jealous of Intruson. 


The notorious jealousy of foreign 


intrusion into the "forbidden city'' 
was indicated by a stipulation in the 
contract that thp machinery must be 
conveyed and the work of putting 
It in place should be entrusted to 
Tibetans. Accordingly a yoi' ~ Ti- 
betan named Ringang. a relative 
of the Dalai Lama, who was edu- 
cated in England as an engineer, 
was given the task. 


As the story goes, Ringang with 


the machinery, on the 
backs of 


mules and camels, started on the 
journey and reached a point 400 
miles 
from 
Calimponcr. 
Benscal,

COSTLY EFFICIENCY. 


Governor McMullen's conversion to the civil admin- 


istrative code system of government should occasion 
no surprise. 


Nebraska has had few governors in recent years, 


irrespective of political persuasion, who were not con- 
vinced that a concentration of power in the hands 
of the chief executive of the state was essential to 
efficient and business-like government. 
Under tin- 


old plan various administrative duties were distribu- 
ted among- the other state officials. 
They exercised 


these functions, many times at direct loggerheads wlt>. 
the governor 
But it was the governor to whom thx 


people looked for results. 
He was the administra- 


tive officer of the state. Naturally they had como 
to hold him responsible for the policies which were 
put into effect. 


When this has been said, the case for the civil 


administrative code has been presented. Unquestion- 
ably the most autocratic form of government is tho 
most efficient, providing an efficient, able man is 
administering it. 


But the code system Is not more economical, un- 


der the existing form of government in Nebraska, 
which -w,as only recently again approved through thr 
work of the constitutional convention. On the con- 
trary It is more expensive because It represents an 
interlinking or duplication of departments. Whether 
It is more efficient than the old form of divided ad- 
ministrative responsibilities is an open question, de- 
pending entirely upon the strength and capabilities 
of the one who heads It. 


For the present, at least, the people of Nebraska 


need only to concern *hemselves with the question of 
expense. One single department of the code system 
will Illustrate the duplication of effort. 
The finance 


officer under the code performs vory largely tii..- 
same duties handled by the auditor. He Is supposed 
to approve and check claims and to prepare a budget 
of governmental expenditures. He Is the state's fi- 
nancial agent_ 
Since the code law became, effective, 


the state auditor, a position created in the constitu- 
tion, has become a rubber-stamp official. 
Formerly, 


he checked and approved or rejected claims against 
the state. 
Now he places his signature upon war- 


rants. He receives a $5,000 salary for this, the same 
which others of executive rank with the exception 
the governor get, and he occupies a suite of rooms 
and maintains an extensive office force. He requires 
equipment and supplies There Is no way of abolish- 
ing this office except by constitutional amendment. 
The voters declared themselves on this point les-3 
than five years ago when they approved the new 
constitution, which was drafted after'the code law 
had fjone into effect, and which contained a provision 
for the office of auditor, Ignoring the changed con- 
ditions under the code. 


A third state official, the treasurer, drawing a sa1- 


ary of $5,000, handles the finances of the state. He 
receives tax collections and 
disburses funds. 
He 


maintains his own office force and occupies his own 
suite of rooms. 


Where Is there any real economy or efficiency in 


this? 


The taxpayers of Nebraska are paying three offi- 


cials $5,000 apiece for work very closely related and 
which could just as well be performed by one office 
force. 
It will take a constitutional amendment to 


abolish the office of state treasurer. 


Perhaps Goveinor McMullcn has a suggestion look- 


Ing towards the elimination of this duplicated effort. 
Otherwise he will have to convince the voters that 
the questionable added efficiency which results M 
worth the cost. 


Mounting costs of state government is a matter of 


most grave concern at this time. 
There has been 


no retrogression in the state tax burden since it 
began climbing in the early years of the world war. 
President Coolidge is reported to be giving serious 
consideration to it. 


So far as Nebraska is concerned there can be no 


appreciable slash If the state Is to go ahead with it.s 
development program. If we are to have good roads 
we .will have to pay the cost. If we are to improve 
and expand the state university to take care of it" 
needs, it will take money. If the state aid bridge 
program Is to be continued; If the facilities at the 
various Institutions under the board of control arc 
to be supported as they should be, it will require tax 
funds. We need all of this; mosc of us want it and 
should have It.

A GREAT GOVERNMENT INSTITUTION. 


Today, March 4, is the sixty-fifth anniversary of 


the establishment of one of the greatest and most 
extensive enterprises operated by the United States, 
the government printing office at Washington. 
It 


was on this day in 1861 that Uncle Sam Invested $135,- 
000 and acquired the building and equipment of Cor- 
nelius Wendell, its first printing plant. Today that 
Institution has grown into one occupying 17 acres of 
floor space with an investment in buildings of $4.- 
000,000 and in equipment of $3,750,000. 


The government 
printing office is the greatest 


institution of the kind in the world, employing more 
than 4,000 workmen and with an annual output of 
the value of over $12,000,000. It is never completely 
closed down and probably as much of its work Is 
done in the night as in tne daytime, for It Is while 
most other people are sleeping that 
government 


printers are, during the sessions of congress, the busi- 
est. 
They are then getting out the 
Congressional 


Hecord. which is their biggest Job. 


The next largest job turned out of the establish- 


ment is the Patent Gazette, but the work represent- 
ing the greatest money value is that which is done 
for the postal department. 
Printed matter Issued by 


the government during the last year required the 
setting of 2,128.394.700 cms of type, which was made 
up into 1,796,688 pages. The total number of copies 
printed of these pages was 3,979,798,364 and It took 275 
proofreaders a year to read all of this printed matter. 


Aside from the Congressional Record, the Patent 


Gazette and the work done for the postoffice depart- 
ment, there are all sorts of reports and documents 
to be turned out for the various departments and bu- 
reaus. The department of agriculture heads the list, 
ast year's output for It alone totalling 
26.371,901 


copies. 


The average size of the Congressional Record Is 80 


pages, though It has contained as many as 366. The 
copy for the Record is supposed to be In by mid- 
night, after which it 
must be «et up, stereotyped, 


printed, gathered, stitched and mailed by five o'clock 
n the morning. This of cojrse requires both skill and 
speed.

Sixty linotype machines work eight hours ,a day 


.urnlng out work 'for the patent office, and another 


t job, consisting almost entirely of press work, Is 


the furnishing of all of the postal cards used In the 
United Slates. More of these cards were used last 
\ ear than in any previous one, the number being 1,- 
95,376,890. This was 342,303,710 more than were re- 


quired for the preceding year. 
Three new presses 


nave recently been Installed -for the production of 
postal cards and each one of these will produce 6,- 
400 printed cards per minute. The three presses turn 
out 9,000,000 cards during an eight hour working day.

Diet In Ulcer* of the Stomach. 


Miss G.—If you have ulcers of the stomach you must certainly be 


under the care of a specialist and go carefully by the diet he advises. 


Have you been having' a diet deficient In vitamins for a lone period? 


We know that such a diet will produce inflammations of the intestinal 
iract and finally ulcers. There are other things that are thought to be 
causes of ulcer: infectious spots in the body, such as deceased tonsils, 
teeth, etc.; the habit of taking very hot foods or liquids, alcohol; and too 
much smoking. 


The dietary treatment of acute ulcers varies with the case and the 


physician In charge- Complete fasts, exclusive milk diets, eg-gs and rnllk, 
or milk and cereals, or milk and cream are some of the treatments. 
After the ulcers have Kone beyond the acute stage, more foods are grad- 
ually added, but all stimulating or irritating- foods must always be avoid- 
ed Mild purees of fruits, bananas, dates, apples, avocadoes, purees of 
vegetables, cereals, stfalncd cream cheese arc allowed at the Battle 
(Jreek Sanitarium. 


However, let me emphasize again that if you have an ulcer of the 


stomach you must be ufidcr the personal care of a physician, for you 
should probably be in bed and having other treatments also.

H.—In elderly people there may be a whitish circle or part of a

The great need Is 
to bring about a sense of personal 
responsibility on the part of Indi- 
vidual drivers. Pedestrians must do 
their part and officials must con- 
tinue to devise better ways 
and 


means for enforcing sane and prac- 
tical regulations.

Oat prices may be expected

remain relatively low if last year's 
acreage Is maintained in 1926 un- 
less yields are reduced 


"With lower corn prices stimulat- 


ing- consumption and

ly depleted stocks/' he continued 
"The supply of old corn next fall for 
the country as a whole is not like- 
ly to be unusually heavy, although 
largrer than on November 1, 1925 "
